Interru pted by a passing foot pa­ 
trolman, a wou ld-be safecracker 
fled from a v ending machine com­ 
pany ’s office on W. 8 th St. early 
today , leav ing his tools behind. 
Police said Special Officer Jo­ 
seph B. Mu mford spotted the bu rg­ 
lar at work at 1:23 a. m. in the 
Pau l F. Hu ne Co. bu ilding on W. 
8fh St. at Starkey Lane, in the 
rear of the former Webb 
Cor p. 
brewery . 
While the officer ran arou nd the 
ou tside of the bu ilding to keep him 
in sight, the safecracker fled u p a 
flight of stairs and ou t a rear 
door, losing himself in a clu ster of 
hou ses abov e W. 8 th St., police 
said. 
Despite q widespread search of 
the area and a check on all the 
parked cars in the v icinity , the 
su spect cou ld not be fou nd, police 
said. 
The ev idence showed carefu l 
planning and preparation, inclu d­ 
ing a 50-foot length of rope that 
was requ ired to gain access to the 
top floor of the bu ilding v ia a roof 
v entilator and the pu rchase of a 
fu ll kit of new tools that was left 
behind. 
Mu mford said he was making 
his rou nds on the narrow street 
when he heard a sou nd like a ham­ 
mer being stru ck against a chisel. 
He said he approached the win­ 
dow of the Hu ne Co. bu ilding and 
saw a man go ou t of the office 
into a workroom. 
When Mu mford got to the door 
leading to the shop, he saw the 
man fleeing u p steps to the second 
floor. 
As he rou nded the bu ilding, the 
su spect made a dash ou t the back 
door and was lost betwen the hou s­ 
es, he said. 
Police said the intru der gained 
access to the roof by climbing u p 
a short ladder the company k e pt 
there in order to reach a telev ision 
antenna. On the roof, the bu rglar 
forced his way throu gh a v entila­ 
tor and then hooked u p a rope to 
slide downward throu gh a l o n g 
shaft into the second floor of the 
bu ilding, police said. 
The Hu ne Co., which distribu tes 
pinball machines and coin - oper­ 
ated mu sic box es, is located in the 
old Enterprise Lau ndry Co. bu ild­ 
ing, police said.

Colu mbiana Cou nty Coroner Ern­ 
est Stu rgis today ru led as acci­ 
dental the death of John Lu tsch. 
59 , You ngstown bait seller w ho 
drpwned in Beav er Creek at Fred- 
ericktown Thu rsday shortly be­ 
fore noon. 
Lu tsch’s body , clad in swimming 
tru nks and tennis shoes, was fou nd 
in abou t 10 feet of water, ju st be­ 
low the forks and rapids at Fred- 
ericktown by Calcu tta firemen. 
Ey e-witnesses to the t r a g e d y 
were Mr. and Mrs. Ray Ketchu m 
of Green Lane, who told the coron­ 
er they were fishing in the middle 
of the forks. Lu tsch stepped into 
the deep hole when he waded into 
the stream in an* attempt to free 
Mrs. Ketchu m’s fishing line, which 
had become fou led, they said. 
Ketchu m stripped to his shorts 
and ju mped into thp water to re­ 
scu e the drowning man, the coro­ 
ner said. He had dragged Lu tsch 
almost to shore when the man 
slipped from his grasp and dis­ 
appeared, Stu rgis said. 
’Then Mrs. Ketchu m ran to a 
nearby home and telephoned the 
Calcu tta department for help. 
Chief LaVerne Seckman and Nor­ 
man Neal, president of the v olu n­ 
teers, answered the call with the 
tru ck and resu scitator and abou t 
eight other men of the Calcu tta 
department. Neal located the body 
with a fireman’s hook. Seckman, 
after sev eral div es, grasped the 
body by the ankle and brou ght it 
to the su rface abou t 12:45. The 
coroner said Lu tsch had been u n­ 
der water abou t 30 minu tes. 
Sev eral residents of the area 
aided the firemen, who began div ­ 
ing with their clothes on. Firemen 
said the water was chilly despite 
the warm weather. 
The Calcu tta firemen u sed a 
boat owned by a neighboring cabin 
dweller. East Liv erpool firemen ar­ 
riv ed later with the Red Cross life 
sav ing boat and resu scitator, bu t 
the body had been brou ght to 
shore.

Fisherman’s 
Drowning Is 
Held Accident 


Calcutta Firemen 
Find Youngstown 
Man*s Body In Creek 


Columbiana County Coroner Ern­ 
est Sturgis today ruled as acci­ 
dental the death of John Lutsch, 
59, Youngstown bait seller w h o 
drowned in Beaver Creek at Fred­ 
ericktown Thursday shortly be­ 
fore noon. 
Lutsch's body, clad in swimming 
trunks and tennis shoes, was found 
in about IO feet of water, just be­ 
low the forks and rapids at Fred­ 
ericktown by Calcutta firemen. 
Eye-witnesses to the t r a g e d y 
were Mr. and Mrs. Ray Ketchum 
cf Green Lane, who told the coron­ 
er they were fishing in the middle 
of the forks. Lutsch stepped into 
the deep hole when he waded into 
the stream in an attempt to free 
Mrs. Ketchum’s fishing line, which 
had become fouled, they said. 
Ketchum stripped to his shorts 
and jumped into th* water to re­ 
scue the drowning man, the coro­ 
ner said. He had dragged Lutsch 
almost to shore when the man 
slipped from his grasp and dis­ 
appeared, Sturgis said. 
Then Mrs. Ketchum ran to a 
nearby home and telephoned the 
Calcutta department for help. 
Chief Laverne Seckman and Nor­ 
man Neal, president of the volun­ 
teers, answered the call with the 
truck and resuscitator and about 
eight other men of the Calcutta 
department. Neal located the body 
with a fireman’s hook. Seckman, 
after several dives, grasped the 
body by the ankle and brought it 
to the surface about 12:45. The 
coroner said Lutsch had been un­ 
der water about 30 minutes. 
Several residents of the area 
aided the firemen, who began div­ 
ing with their clothes on. Firemen 
said the water was chilly despite 
the warm weather. 
The Calcutta firemen used a 
boat owned by a neighboring cabin 
dweller. East Liverpool firemen ar­ 
rived later with the Red Cross life 
saving boat and resuscitator, but 
the body had been brought to 
shore. 
Firemen used a resuscitator on 
Lutsch for about IO minutes with­ 
out success. His panel truck, with

side, was parked nearby, and a

And it is often true th at th e 
politicians will create incidents or 
use ph rases th at are amusing, but 
it would be unfortunate if th e elec­ 
tion campaign were turned into a 
circus and if th e American people 
were regarded as morons w h o 
need to be made to laugh because 
th ey do not dare to th ink. 


THE REPUBLICAN press agent 
wh o th ough t up th e stunt of mini­ 
mizing th e name of th e Democratic 
party into th e ungrammatical Dem­ 
ocrat party was not very smart. 
Wh en Joe McCarth y first used 
th e ph rase, it was one of th ose 
McCarth y isms wh ich fivoke a smile 
and sh ould th en be forgotten. But 
wh en a political party is led to be­ 
lieve th at it can downgrade its op­ 
ponent by removing an adjectivial 
suffix from its name, it reduces it­ 
self to ch ildish ness and sh ould not 
be encouraged even by th ose wh o 
favor its nominees and its plat­ 
form.

SURELY. THE Republican party 
can h ope to defeat Adlai Stevenson 
with out resorting to such impro­ 
prieties as th e ph rase Democrat 
party , wh ich is not only bad taste 
but incorrect English if th at mat­ 
ters to a press agent. 
And it is very doubtful if it will 
make one single additional vote for 
Eisenh ower and Nix on. Th ey will 
get votes on th e record and by th e 
presentation of issues convincingly , 
not by small undignified tricks.

about each oth er. 
Perh aps th e American press can 
cooperate in getting th e .campaign 
back to a discussion of th e prob­ 
lems of th e country and out of 
th e h ands of press agents, Holly ­ 
wood stage managers, professional 
singers and h ula-h ula da nc e r s . 
Th ese consumed an i m m e ns e 
amount of time at both conven­ 
tions to no purpose. Th e idea of a 
Holly wood director telling serious- 
minded men h ow to s p e a k as 
th ough th ey were starlets brings 
into contempt th e process of free 
discussion and free ch oice wh ich 
is wh at th e election is about. 


IT IS POSSIBLE th at Caesar h ad 
a gh ost-writer and th at M o s e s 
h ired an Egy ptian to write th e 
Ten Commandments, but it would 
be refresh ing to h ave a candidate 
for h igh office in th is country rise 
and speak h is own words, unpol­ 
ish ed by professional speech -writ- 
ers, intellectually unwrecked by 
committees th at pass on such docu­ 
ments. 
I once sat on such a committee 
for a day or so and came no more 
because never h ad I ex perienced 
such baby -talk among adults. It 
would be even more wonderful if a 
candidate for h igh office were to 
speak ex temporaneously , to s a y 
wh at h e believes to be true, with ­ 
out first consulting counselors and 
advisers, lawy ers, press a g e nt s 
and th e smart men wh o know h ow 
to sell soap and automobiles.

Control Of Congress 
It is too bad th e cwnmittce sy stem of Con­ 
gress cannot be kept in view during national 
elections. It \would be a reminder to voters of 
both sides th at control of th e House and Senate 
is even more important in th e operation of 
two-party governmwit th an possession of th e 
Wh ite House. It is not merely a partisan talk­ 
ing point. 
Secretary of Labor Mitdiell points out in 
an interview with United States News & World 
Report th at Adlai Stevenson and Estes Kefauv- 
er are running on a party platform wh ich in­ 
cludes a promise th ey could not keep with a 
Democratic majority in Congress — repeal of 
th e Taft-Hartley Act. Th e composition of th e 
Democratic majority would rule it out. 
Th e seniority sy stem under wh ich commit­ 
tee ch airmansh ips are h eld in most cases by 
members with th e longest service puts th e Dem­ 
ocratic party at th e mercy of its south ern 
members. Th ey h ave noth ing in common with 
th e party ’s north ern element, eith er on burn­ 
ing issues like civil righ ts, or on legalistic is­ 
sues like laws governing industrial relations. 
Th is is th e reason wh y AFL-CIO limits its po­ 
litical endorsements to Mr. Stevenson and Sen. 
Kefauver. It cannot endorse th e party . Yet 
th e AFLCIO endorses th e idea th at Democrats 
sh ould dominate th e House and Senate. 
If Congress were in session during th e cam­ 
paign. with reactionary south ern Democrats 
dominating th e cwiunittee sy stem, th e absurd­ 
ity of organized labor’s position on control 
of Congress would be kept in public view 
day by day .

A New Ike, Too 


The new Adlai Stevenson, it is claimed, has 
mastered the art of campaigning at all levels, 
whereas the old 1952 model was to brainy for 
rank-and-file voters susceptible to Harry Tru­ 
man’s give-em-hell talk. 
There is a new Dwight Eisenhower, too. 
Although he has not got into his campaign 
stride yet, the President’s statements reveal 
a state of mind produced by four years of 
experience in partisan politics. 
The new Ike knows there are no holds barred 
in partisanship and will act accordingly—but 
according to his own lights. That is to say he 
will give as good as he takes in the 1956 cam­ 
paign, without surrendering his guiding belief 
that his job is to speak for all the people, 
not merely the people who agree with him 
along partisan lines. 
The President made it clear in his acceptance 
speech at San Francisco that he was fighting 
for his beliefs about the United States, not for 
his job. He wouldn’t want the job if it did not 
give him a chance to strike a few blows for 
his version of American freedom. 
In 1952, he was new to politics. In 1956, he 
is an old hand. He knows what to expect. 
The new Ike is going to be as interesting 
to watch as he swings into action as the new 
Adlai.

A More Serious Tone Is Desirable 


Control Of Congress 


It is too bad the committee system of Con­ 
gress cannot be kept in view during national 
elections. It %would be a reminder to voters of 
both sides that control of the House and Senate 
is even more important in the operation of 
two-party government than possession of the 
White House. It is not merely a partisan talk­ 
ing point. 
Secretary of Labor Mitchell points out in 
an interview with United States News & World 
Report that Adlai Stevenson and Estes Kefauv- 
er are running on a party platform which in­ 
cludes a promise they could not keep with a 
Democratic majority in Congress — repeal of 
the Taft-Hartley Act. The composition of the 
Democratic majority would rule it out. 
The seniority system under which commit­ 
tee chairmanships are held in most cases by 
members with the longest service puts the Dem­ 
ocratic party at the mercy of its southern 
members. They have nothing in common with 
the party’s northern element, either on burn­ 
ing issues like civil rights, or on legalistic is­ 
sues like laws governing industrial relations. 
This is the reason why AFL-CIO limits its po­ 
litical endorsements to Mr. Stevenson and Sen. 
Kefauver. It cannot endorse the party. Yet 
the AFL-CIO endorses the idea that Democrats 
should dominate the House and Senate. 
If Congress were in session during the cam­ 
paign, with reactionary southern Democrats 
dominating the committee system, the absurd­ 
ity of organized labor’s position on control 
of Congress would be kept in public view 
day by day. 


Looking For Trouble 


No doubt actor John Wayne expressed the 
Noughts of plenty of his countrymen when he 
ieplored “the poor shooting” of the hunter who 
‘slightly wounded” smear-sheet publisher Rob- 
»rt Harrison in an encounter in the jungle. 
Their view is understandable, 
in 
light of 
59.000,000 in assorted libel suits that have been 
lied against the creator of Confidential maga­ 
zine. 
What defies comprehension is that Harrison, 
levoted as he is to collecting enemies, would 
;o under any circumstances to any place where 
people carry guns. When he went whole-hog 
br a hunting trip in the Central American 
voids, he was begging for mayhem. 
He got it. 


A political campaign in a free 
society is the method by which the 
people are supposed to express 
their opinion of officials in office 
and leads to 
t h e selection 
of an adminis- 
t r a t i o n of 
t h e people’s 
c h o i c e . 
It 
ought to be a 
very 
serious 
u n d e r t a k ­ 
ing. 
For the 
right of t h e 
people to go 
G eom Sokolsky through 
this 
process, great quantities of hu­ 
man blood were shed in many 
lands. 
Naturally a people with a sense 
of humor will find some things 
that occur during such a campaign 
funny. And it is often true that the 
politicians will create incidents or 
use phrases that are amusing, but 
it would be unfortunate if the elec­ 
tion campaign were turned into a 
circus and if the American people 
were regarded as morons w h o 
need to be made to laugh because 
they do not dare to think. 


TITE REPUBLICAN press agent 
who thought up the stunt of mini­ 
mizing the name of the Democratic 
party into the ungrammatical Dem­ 
ocrat party was not very smart. 
When Joe McCarthy first used 
the phrase, it was one of those 
McCarthyisms which evoke a smile 
and should then be forgotten. But 
when a political party is led to be­ 
lieve that it can downgrade its op­ 
ponent by removing an adjectivial 
ruffix from its name, it reduces it­ 
self to childishness and should not 
be encouraged even by those who 
favor its nominees and its plat­ 
form. 
Any press agent’s counsel should 
be screened with the finest sieve 
because it is characteristic of this 
trade that they leap at an idea as 
a white-faced hornet alights on a 
blackberry. 
The term Democratic is old in 
American political history. In fact, 
the Democratic party was once 
called the Democratic - Republican 
party. It has, in its day, opposed 
the Federalist, the Whig and the 
Republican parties and has sur­ 
vived numerous defeats and great 
changes in its purpose. 
Party consistency is not a char­ 
acteristic of American politics. The 
Democratic party, for instance, 
was the states rights party dur­ 
ing the War Between the States, 
but during the Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration it favored a centralization 
of government closer to the Fed­ 


eralist ideas of Alexander Hamil­ 
ton than to the Democratic ideas 
of Thomas Jefferson or Andrew 
Jackson. 
But the same can be said of the 
Republican party, which started at 
Ripon, Wis., as the most radical 
group ever to be brought together 
in American politics and became 
the party of conservatism. 


SURELY, THE Republican party 
can hope to defeat Adlai Stevenson 
without resorting to such impro­ 
prieties as the phrase Democrat 
party, which is not only bad taste 
but incorrect English ii that mat­ 
ters to a press agent. 
And it is very doubtful if it will 
make one single additional vote for 
Eisenhower and Nixon. They will 
get votes on the record and by the 
presentation of issues convincingly, 
not by small undignified tricks. 
In each election campaign in re­ 
cent years, committees appear that 
want the voters to go out and reg­ 
ister; and there are other commit­ 
tees that favor a clean election, by 
which they mean that the candi­ 
dates should not call each other 
foul names or even tell the truth 
about each other. 
Perhaps the American press can 
cooperate in getting the .campaign 
back to a discussion of the prob­ 
lems of the country and out of 
the hands of press agents, Holly­ 
wood stage managers, professional 
singers and hula-hula d a n c e r s . 
These consumed an i m m e n s e 
amount of time at both conven­ 
tions to no purpose. The idea of a 
Hollywood director telling serious- 
minded men how to s p e a k as 
though they were starlets brings 
into contempt the process of free 
discussion and free choice which 
is what the election is about. 


IT IS POSSIBLE that Caesar had 
a ghost-writer and that M o s e s 
hired an Egyptian to write the 
Ten Commandments, but it would 
be refreshing to have a candidate 
for high office in this country rise 
and speak his own words, unpol­ 
ished by professional speech-writ- 
ers, intellectually unwrecked by 
committees that pass on such docu­ 
ments. 
I once sat on such a committee 
for a day or so and came no more 
because never had I experienced 
such baby-talk among adults. It 
would be even more wonderful if a 
candidate for high office were to 
speak extemporaneously, to s a y 
what he believes to be true, with­ 
out first consulting counselors and 
advisers, lawyers, press a g e n t s 
and the smart men who know how 
to sell soap and automobiles. 
But then this would be Utopia!

The ex-President of the U.S. also 
cleared Harry Dexter White and 
Alger Hiss in a TV broadcast out 
of Milwaukee on Labor Day. 


THE REST OF YOU can debate 
with Harry Truman whether Alger 
Hiss was a spy. That’s like setting 
up an international board of in­ 
quiry to determine whether Nikita 
Khrushchev carries a card in the 
Communist party of the Soviet 
Union. 
What fascinates 
me 
is 
that 
Harry Truman has done one of 
two horrendous things for political 
expendiency: He has either clear­ 
ed three men charged in govern­ 
ment hearings and documents with 
espionage or he is now belatedly 
admitting that while President of 
the U.S. he ignored heavy docu­ 
mentation of such activities — all 
of which is in government filds he 
could have had by pressing a but­ 
ton when he was pressed to stop 
Communist control of some of our 
vital agencies. 
For example, Harry Truman, 
then President, could have called 
for the Civil Service Commission 
files on Silvermaster, whose bud­ 
dy, William Ludwig Ullman, has 
been similarly accused of taking 
FBI reports out of Army G-2 files 
for dispatch to Russian agents. 


THOSE CIVIL SERVICE 
files 
would have shown Mr. Truman 
that Silvermaster came to the 
U.S. along a strange route —Mos­ 
cow, Siberia. Mongolia, China and 
then our west coast. 
Those files would have shown 
that Silvermaster was moved into 
our Board of Economic Warfare 
back around 1943 — to be put in 
charge of guess what? — the Rus­ 
sian desk. 


Those Civil Service files would 
have revealed that the commission 
dumped Silvermaster because it 
did not trust him. The commission 
could not get anywhere in official 
circles when it tried to fire Silver­ 
master out of the government en­ 
tirely. 
It went to friends of mine for 
I help. But we were helpless for we 
soon found that Silvermaster had 
become Harry Dexter White’s as- 
, sistant and was on his way to 
that pleasant capitalist retreat, 
Bretton Woods, to represent us in 
the wartime international mone­ 
tary conference. 


IT CAN ALSO BE shown that 
those who tried to help the govern­ 
ment stop this Sovieteering com­ 
bine were hurt and persecuted 
and almost fired from their gov- 
! ernment jobs. It was during these 
years, incidentally, that the com­ 
bine also opened some Secret Serv­ 
ice files. 
Now it was told me that Harry 
Truman knew of the combine’s ac- 
i tivities.

spy. The FBI is on record as hav­ 
ing told Mr. Truman that Hiss was 
a member of a Communist ring. 
Likewise, witnesses have c o m e 
forth to swear they saw Hiss pay­ 
ing dues in a Communist cell 
formed at the Department of Agri­ 
culture during the Democratic re­ 
gime. 
Mr. Truman, moreover, accuses 
Vice President Nixon of having 
charged the former President with 
“treason.” But the speech deliv­ 
ered by Mr. Nixon on Oct. 27, 1952, 
to which Mr. Truman pointed, does 
not use the word “treason.” 


WHAT THE FORMER President 
chooses to ignore is that Gen. Ei­ 
senhower in a 1952 speech did use 
the word “treason” three times in 
referring to what was happening 
under the Truman administration. 
For some unaccountable reason, 
Mr. Truman doesn’t seem to be 
willing to take on President Eisen­ 
hower on this issue and prefers to 
attack only his running mate. 
Mr. Eisenhower at Milwaukee 
on Oct. 3, 1952, discussed Com­ 
munist treason inside our govern­ 
ment. He said: 
“What did this penetration into 
government mean? It meant con­ 
tamination 
in 
some degree 
of 
virtually every department, every 
agency, every bureau, every sec­ 
tion of our government. It meant 
a government by men whose very 
brains were confused by the opiate 
of this deceit. These men were ad­ 
visers in a foreign policy. . . This 
penetration meant a domestic pol­ 
icy whose tone was set by men 
who sneered and scoffed at warn­ 
ings of the enemy infiltrating our 
most secret counsels. It meant— 
in its most ugly triumph—treason 
itself. . . 
“W’ho are those men? They are 
those who cheered the blithe dis­ 
missal of the Alger Hiss case as 
‘a red herring’.” 


THEN MR. EISENHOWER went 
on to refer to one of Mr. Steven­ 
son’s speeches in which the candi­ 
date had said that Communists in 
our national life were “not very 
important.” In a reference to Mr. 
Stevenson’s humorous quips about 
the Communist issue as a “kind of 
silly game being played in the Bu­ 
reau of Wildlife and Fisheries,” 
Gen. Eisenhower added: 
“Do you think these fish stories, 
ghost stories, and animal stories 
are really very amusing? S u c h 
comedy touches do little to relieve 
the tragic knowledge that we have 
been for . years the gullible vic­ 
tims of Communist espionage ex­ 
perts. T h e s e experts in treason 
have plundered us of secrets in­ 
volving our highest diplomatic de­ 
cisions, our atomic research. Trag­ 
ically, we do not know how much 
more our security may have been 
jeopardized.” 
Small wonder that just 24 days 
after that speech by the presi­ 
dential candidate on the Repub­ 
lican ticket, Mr. Nixon, the vice 
presidential nominee, is reported 
to have said at Texarkana, Ark. 
“The Truman-Acheson-Stevenson 
Democrats have forfeited t h e i r 
rights to the support of the mil­ 
lions of good rank and file mem­ 
bers of the Democratic party. 
They, Truman, Acheson and Stev­ 


enson, are traitors to the high prin­ 
ciples in which many of the na­ 
tion’s Democrats believe. R e a l 
Democrats are outraged by the 
Truman-Acheson-Stevenson gang’s 
toleration of the defense of com­ 
munism in high places.” 
Comparing the two utterances 
and assuming the correctness of 
the quotation attributed to Mr. 
Nixon, it is apparent that neither 
ore accused the Democratic party 
itself of being a party of treason. 
Both said, in effect, that the Tru­ 
man administration had condoned 
treason in high places. 


THIS WAS particularly empha­ 
sized 
when 
Attorney 
General 
Brownell in Oct., 1954, revealed 
that the FBI had warned Mr. Tru­ 


man about Harry Dexter White’s 
activities, and that the former 
President later on wrote two let­ 
ters of commendation to White in 
total disregard of the FBI’s dam­ 
aging information. Mr. Truman has 
never said a single word publicly 
to explain why he wrote those two 
letters. 
Even though all the newspapers 
reported it at the time, Mr. Tru­ 
man now says he never told a 
White House press conference that 
the congressional hearing on the 
Hiss case was a “red herring,” but 
he adds: “That is exactly what it 
was.”

To su pply the serv icemen’s re­ 
qu ests, a su pply of ballots was de­ 
liv ered to the board this morning 


by the Dodge Pu blishing Co. <rf Sa­ 
lem, which holds the printing con­ 
tract. 
The nu mber of adv ance applica­ 
tions is “qu ite heav y ” for the first 
day . Frank R. O’Hanlon, clerk of 
the board, commented. Under the 
law, serv ice personnel hav e been 
permitted to file the ballot applica­ 
tions since Jan. 1, he said. 
The ballots also are av ailable for 
civ ilians raiding temporarily ou t­ 
side the United States. Formerly 
they cou ld be issu ed only to ser­ 
v ice personnel, bu t the state leg­ 
islatu re amencted the law recently 
to prov ide the serv ice mainly for 
dependents of serv ice personnel 
liv ing ov erseas. 
A few forms hav e been issu ed to 
civ ilian applicants, bu t none h a s 
been retu rned, O’Hanlon said. 
Under Ohio law, regu lar civ ilian 
disabled and absentee v oters’ bal-

'The clerk commented that th e 
nationwide campaign to encou rage 
v oter registration for the presiden­ 
tial election apparently has e o n- 
fu sed many Colu mbiana C ou nt y 
v oters. Althou gh the network radio 
and telev ision broadcasts w a r n 
that ev ery one mu st register in or­ 
der to v ote, the warning does not 
apply generally to Colu mbiana 
Cou nty and many other non-regis­ 
tration areas in Ohio, O’Hanlon ex ­ 
plained. 
East Liv erpool is the only com­ 
mu nity in Colu mbiana C ou nt y 
where v oter registration is re­ 
qu ired, he emphasized. Ohio law 
makes registration mandatory in 
commu nities of 16,000, bu t E a s t 
Liv erpool is the only cou nty cwn- 
mu nity that falls into that category 
he pointed ou t. 
Requ iring registration in other 
areas is optional with the Election 
Board, O’Hanlon ex plained. Be­ 
cau se of the heav y ex pense in­ 
v olv ed, the board nev er has ex ­ 
tended the registration requ ire­ 
ment. 
In any city , v illage or ru ral area 
ou tside East Liv erpool, the elector 
need only go to the polls and v ote, 
prov ided he is otherwise qu alified, 
O’Hanlon said. A new v oter mu st 
hav e resided in Ohio a y ear and in 
Colu mbiana Cou nty and his pre­ 
cinct 40 day s prior to election day .

In any city, village or rural area 
outside East Liverpool, the elector 
need only go to the polls and vote, 
provided he is otherwise qualified, 
O’Hanlon said. A new voter must 
have resided in Ohio a year and in 
Columbiana County and his pre­ 
cinct 40 days prior to election day.

An intollectu al wou ld certainly 
know that in the vastly complicat­ 
ed bu siness of government the 
two parties have had their hands 
in too many pies over too many 
years for either to claim the 
lion’s share of credit.

abou t to be a Broadway play . 


**MORE 
OMINOUS, 
howev er, 
than the loss of the higher criti­ 
cism has been the gradu al defec­ 
tion of the pu blic itself,” writes 
Mr. Vidal. ‘‘After some 300 y ears 
the nov el in English has lost the 
Gentle Reader 
(or rather the 
Gentle Reader has lost the nov el) 
and I propose he will not recov er 
again his old enthu siasm. 
“And the fau lt, if it be a fau lt, 
is not the nov elist’s (I dou bt if 
ttiere hav e ev er been so many in­ 
teresting and ex cellent writers as 
there are now working) bu t his 
au dience, an u npleasant accu sa­ 
tion to make in 
a 
democracy 
where the taste of the majority is 
finally the measu re of all things. 
‘‘Nev ertheless, appalling edu ca­ 
tion combined with clev er new 
toy s hav e distracted that large 
pu blic which fou nd pleasu re in 
prose fictions and, in an odd way , 
ou r civ ilization has now come fu ll 
circle: from the Greek my steries 
and play s to the printing press 
and the nov el to telev ision and 
play s again. The au dience has re­ 
tu rned to the play and is now 
clear that the nov el, despite its 
glories was only su rrogate for the 
drama which confined for this era 
to, the theaters was not generally 
acceptable.” 


WELL, GOODBYE NOVEL. It 
was fu n while it lasted, Mr. Dick­ 
ens, Mr. Thackeray , Mr. Tolstoy 
and the rest of y ou . You hav e been 
su pplanted by the telev ision play . 
As a matter of fact, there’s a good 
deal to what Mr. Vidal has to say , 
thou gh I think he’s a little sweep­ 
ing in condemning the nov el so 
arbitrarily to ex tinction like the 
au k. 
Frankly , it is my belief that the« 
nov el form is not dead; it is ju st 
asleep like Snow White and will 
awake when the time comes. I 
shou ld like to inv ite Mr. Vidal’s 
attention to a v ery pregnant u t­ 
terance by another slightly crazy 
writer 
named 
George Bernard 
Slifl'w * 
‘‘In 1737,” w r o t e Mr. Shaw, 
‘‘Henp^ 
Fielding, 
the 
greatest 
practicing dramatist with the sin­ 
gle ex ception of Shakespeare pro­ 
du ced by England betw-ien the 
Middle Ages and the 19 th centu ry , 
dev oted his geniu s to ex posing 
and destroy ing parliamentary cor­ 
ru ption. then at its height. 
‘‘Walpole, 
u nable 
to 
gov ern 
withou t corru ption, promptly gag­ 
ged the stage by a censorship 


which is in fu ll force at the pres­ 
ent mcMTient. Fielding, driv en ou t 
of the trade of M o l i e r e and 
Aristophanes, took to that of Cer­ 
v antes; and since then the Eng­ 
lish nov el has been one of the 
glories of literatu re while the 
English drama has been a dis­ 
grace.” 


IS IT TOO MUCH to s u g g e s t 
that this might happen again? 
Why do they flock to telev ision, 
partly becau se the au dience is 
there (and writers crav e au dienc­ 
es like an alcohdic crav es drink) 
bu t also partly becau se the free­ 
dom is there, too. 
We hav e been v ery fortu nate- 
more fortu nate than we realize— 
th^t we hav e entru sted telev ision 
drama in its formativ e y ears to 
far-sighted, capable men like Fred 
Coe who hav e encou raged writers 
to ex plore the whole v ista of hu ­ 
man ex perience. Almost any thing 
y ou can name — alcoholism, dru g 
addiction, childbirth — hav e been 
on telev ision. 
Writers hav e been giv en almost 
too mu ch freedom to write as they 
please bu t so long as they hav e 
it, telev ision is going to get the 
writers. Bu t the minu te 
it 
is 
threatened — and there are signs 
that it is threatened right now— 
the writers are gou g back to oth­ 
er media where 
they 
are let 
alone.

The gimmick lies in what’s left 
of the schedule—plus an odd sim 
ilarity of records to date and the 
weather in Philadelphia and Mil­ 
waukee.

Rain postponed the Dodg- 
ers’ game with the New York 
Giants Thursday night, the only 
cont^t scheduled in the NL. 
Milwaukee and Cincinnati each 
have two games left with Brook­ 
lyn, all four at Ebbets Field, while 
meeting each other once, and that 
more or less leaves the winning 
of the pennant up to the games 
with the rest of the league — 
and here’s how the many-sided 
gimmick works: 
The first place Braves have two 
series and seven games left with 
last-place Chicago.

And the 
third place Dodgers play seven 
against sixth place Pittsburgh in 
two series. 
Oddly enough, the Braves are 
9-6 for the season against the 
Cubs—and the Redlegs are 9-6 vs.

PITTSBURGH (JS-Federal Me­ 
diator William Rose today re­ 
sumed efforts to end a strike of 
10,000 employ es against 39 glass 
manufacturing companies across 
the country . 
The strike, called by the Ameri­ 
can Flint Glass Workers Union, 
started last Saturday against the 
National Assn. of Pressed and 
Blown Glassware and the Glass 
Container Manufacturers Institute. 
The association represents seven 
firms employ ing 7,000 union mem­ 
bers; the institute represents 32

makers. 
About 30,000 other employ es at 
the plants are idle because they 
refused to cross pick^ lines. 
The union and the Blown Glass­ 
ware Assn. m et briefly Thursday , 
then recessed withimt scheduling 
another meeting. Rose said he saw 
no signs of progress in the nego­ 
tiations. 
The union sought one-y ear con­ 
tracts with wage increases of 23 
to 24 cents an hour. Both manage­ 
ment groups offered two - y ear 
contracts. The Blown Glassware 
Assn. offered to increase wages 
six cents an hour for each y ear. 
The Container Institute offered 10- 
cent-an-hour wage increases, also 
for each of the two y ears. 
Before the strikes, moldmakers 
employ ed by institute firms earn­ 
ed an average of $2.38 an hour 
and workers employ ed by associ­ 
ation companies received wages 
averaging $1.75 an hour.
